Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

fairly suggest the shape of the folded figure prescribed by the function F(0), wherein the 
function F(0) is represented by the equation, 

F(0) = F'(t) = 4(y p - y q )(t - 0.5) 2 + y q (0.0 < t < 0.5) 
= 4(y r -y q )(t-0.5) 2 + y q (0.5<t<1.0) 

Regarding claim 2, dependent on claim 1 , the examiner states the same reason 
as presented above.
